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NOW MY IDEA IS THIS!

Daily Talks With Thinking Philadelphians on Subjects They
Know Best

MAGISTRATE FRANK X. O'CONNOR
On the Drug Evil In Philadelphla

HE drug evil is todny the greatest source

of erlme in Philadelpliia and the thing
which more than any other single cause s
threatening the youth of the eity, according
to Maogistrate Frank X. O'Conmnor, of
Court No, 20. -

“In n wagistrate's eourt,”” sald Maogls-
trate O'Connor, “we often see the worst
side of human nature, but the most pltiful
of nll eases which come before me are the
drug cases, 1 nm fiendy eonvineed that this
is the worst evil in Philadelphin today : that
1t ix deing more to corrupt the youth of
the eity than any other cause, nnd perhapy
more than all the other causes combined.

“Drigs or ‘dope.’ as it is colloquially
teroed, s beyond nll doubt the greatest in-
centive of erime in that it both Inflames the
mind oud at the same time instills o false
vourage which will lead young men to do
almost ansthing. Most of these crimes are
vommitied under elrenmetances and condi-
tlons whicke would not he countennnced by
aliself 1F the same person were in a normal
state of wind and body.

The Principal Drugs

“The principal drugs affeeted by the
adidiets ave eocaine, heroln and lllf‘!I’[lllllll'.
and the effect of any of the three is ore
insidions nnd more Ilnsting than lauor in
thnt they seem to aequire A stronger hald
on their vietimy and to lewd them to go to
lengthis in the line of eximinul actions whieh
liquor wonlid not inspire, Another very bad
anid serious feature of the drug traflic Is thut
the dengs nre frequently indulged In by very
yvoung persons, and it ls no uneomion thing
for boss of twelve, fourteen or Kixteen years
of age to come under Hs terrible influence.
It is thusg o habit which s geqnieed much
carlier than the taste for liguor ever was,

e dvug instinet §s strong in the human
belng. Muany years ugo, when there were
winy gavoline lnmps In the eity, it wos n
comuon thing for the young boys of certaln
distriets 1o elimb the lump posts and inhale
the gosoline fumes untll they were com-
plotely under their influence anil were Iiter-
ally helpless, “This is never heard of nowa-
dnys, due purtiy perhaps to the passing of
the gnsoline lamp as o means of illimina-
tion, althongh 1 wonld ke to think that it
% beemise of the ndded woral strength of
the younger generation of the present day,
Perhinps both bl something to do with the
gomd resnlt that has been achleved,

1t hins been my experience that the peo-
ple ns n whole are generally luw-nblding nnd
that noturally they nre rather strongly in-
clined 1o do what the lnws of the Btate and
the city require. OF course, there are a ot
of exceptions to this i If there were not there
wonld be litle use for the courts, but as a
rile they give little trouble, espeelally in the
laws which they fully upderstund and the
necosalty for whichs they wdmit to them-
selves,

Stopping the Drug Traffie

1 believe thut the §ilieit teaffic in drugs
enn be stopped to a very great degree, Like
muost offenses of like clineneter, it probably
will Lie impossible ever to wipe it out com-
pletely, but It can certainly be vory materl -
plly reduced in oextent, Bur it will take
pard work, real activity and the right kind
of persons to hrllll{ whout this result, Orher
evils have been lurgely controlled, if not
entirely e'fminated, nnd so, 1 think, can the
drug evil, the most vital of them all,

“Pliere are several renwons why this work
1s expecially difficult,  One of these is the
small packeges In wlich the drugs are sold
and the consequent ease of concealment hoth
by the seller and purchaser. In order even
to eontrol this evil the sources must bLe
loeated und the supply shut off from there.
Like n good denl of the Hauor which 15 now
being llegally sold In this country, much of
the dru -u})ph' whieh {s disposed of in the
st unlawful manner comes from Canudag.
1t yeems to be an eapy matter for some one
there to pose as the representatlve of some
of the big louses in the United States an
get ull the drugs he wants. The matter of
shipmments also ecms to present no gerlouy
ditfeulties,

“The wen who handle this ‘dope’ pre
ravely if ever drug users themselves, for ey
renlize fully the dangers attached to jis yse
They have agents, nnd the ngents In turn
have other ugents, and thus it 4 distpibnte]
in  the large clties, somefimes  passing
through slx or seven hands before It reaclios
the consumer,

Prohibition’s Small Influence

“The pnnnr of the prohibition nmend -
ment has had little if any offect on the num-
ber of drug users, at least not in thig city,

It dkl not Increage the number of them ma-
terlally, if at all, for the habltual drug user
s never o uver o) Hquer. The drugs, if used
continuons!y for n sufliclently long time, re-
sult in making n complete wroek of the
nervons system of the user, and 1 have had
some pltiful wreeks of what were once prom-
Ising soung men before me, One of the
enrliest effects of drug using is to mnke n
confirmed line of the user ; 1 never knew this
sign 1o be absent in n drug ense,

“The drug cvil is' 1'npﬁll,\' reaching the
Amerlean elasses in certaln sections of the
city. Laziness is responsible for a lot of this
condition, and If a young man will not work
ndl uses drogs he finds himself raphdly
dwindling from nll of his original promise
nn 0 citizen to what, in the period of a short
e, will beeome o sad wreek of hopes and
umbitions, "The real users of drugs stmply
beeame In the end the slaves of those who
sell the drogs to them,

“The cost of a fixed drug habit 1s almost
Ineredible to the nverage eitizen, A con-
firmed addlet will buy from £10 to $12 worth
of drugs every day if he ean. And If he
will not work he must get the money in some
other way, even {f he his to commit crime
to do It,

A Serlous Situatlon

““The situation 1s n very serions one for
evervhody, ns it will tn time, if not re-
strieted, aflert the whale eity, But, as I
sald, It wil be a hard thing to stop It.
Word from the police will not do it as it
will stop some offenses ngalnst 1he law. The
deug seller will not stop hils luerative trade
until he is foreed by the lnw 1o do so,

‘““I'he men 1o get in these cnses nre the
kellers and the ngents amd not the unfor-
tunnte vietims; the wen who bring the stuff
into the elty and not the ones who buy [t
from them or from thelr ggénts. 1 think
that the eradicntion of the ‘dope’ business
1« the most vital thing today for the wel-
fare of the youth of this and every othep
large city, for drug econditions 1 I*hiladel -
phia are only typienl of those which exist
lll'l'\'.rry other great eity of the country,

"There 18 no escape from (he drug habit
except the will of rhe victm himself, He
ean go to all the physiclans he wants to or
enter institutions, but unlecs he hns firmly
made up hiv own 1wind to stop, these pro-
vediures are useless, |\ phiyslelun ean help
but the cure must lie jn the mind of the
addiet himself. It is o tergible siruggle in
most enses, but It has besn won Ly ||||.1-ny
